CANADA. 



The Toronto Mail cannot be success- 
fully accused of being animated by a 
feeling of hostility to our Local Gov- 
ernment. On tlio contrary, it is known 
to bo favorably affected towards them, 
and would, if sucli were possible, gloss 
over their faults and soften tho effects 
of their bad policy. But the Mail lias 
been examining the acts of this Gov- 
ernment and having come to the con- 
clusion that they have laid themselves 
open to censure, expresses itself ns fol- 
lows : 

"British Columbia is exceptional in 
every respect, oven to rewarding political 
friends. The practice with most Provin- 
cial Governments is to punish districts re- 
turning Opposition members by denying 
them a fair participation in the expendi- 
ture of public monoy. The Local Gov- 
ernment on the Pacific Coast has revers- 
ed this method and wherever there is a 
member who follows the Government 
blindly his district is neglected. This 
new syatom docs not appear to work as 
satisfactorily as the old 0110. Nanaimo 
sends a Government supporter, yet the 
condition of the town is somewhat singu- 
lar. No Court of Assizo has been held 
within tho district since last fall. A wit- 
ness has been in prison oight months 
awaiting the trial of four men who mur- 
derously assaulted him. Tho assailants 
are, however, out on bail. Nanaimo now 
wishes its representative to go into Oppo- 
sition and thereby obtain tho considera- 
tion of tho Provincial Government. They 
work in different grooves in British Col- 
umbia." 

ALARMING CONDITION OF THE 
BRITISH ARMY, 

A military correspondent of tho 
Times continues his examination of the 
condition of the army. He states that 
tho actual number of soldiers in the 
United Kingdom to-day who have 
seen more than three months' service 
is only 21,950, and of these a "very 
large per centage" are unfit from var- 
ious causes to take the field. The 
eighteen battalions which are highest 
on the roster for foreign service could 
not muster more than 10,000 servicable 
men. Not. only, he says, is the army 
falling in point of numbers, but discip- 
line is rapidly deteriorating. Thero is 
an almost entire absence of good non- 
commissioned officers, and discipline is 
consequently lax in tho extreme. 
•''Old soldiers" have always been recog- 
nized as the back bone of the British 
army, but there are none in the ranks. 
The correspondent says that nobody 
could have predicted such a total fail- 
ure as the system of short service as 
now administered has turned out to be. 



English Hail. 



(Per Bteam»l)lp City of Chester.] 
The Government hopes the public 
business will be so far advanced as to 
enable them to prorogue Parliament on 
the 16th August. 

Mr. Gladstone publishes a long arti- 
cle in the Nineteenth Century, entitled 
"The Country and the Government" 
The article is merely an extended in- 
dictment of the Government Po'icy, 
but its publication at this time is inter- 
esting, as the avowed object of the ar- 
ticle is to place the case sgainst the 
Government plainly before the country, 
in view of the approaching general 
olection. 

J. L. Ward, solicitor, arrestod under 
warrant by the Speaker of the House 
of Commons for breach of the privileges 
of the House, in having in connection 
with his client Grissell, a civil engineer, 
offered for payment to control the de- 
cision of the Private Bills Committee 
relative to a bridge across the Thames, 
has been released from confinement in 
consequence of ill-health. 

The national testimonial to Mr. W. 
G. Grace, the celebrated cricketer, was 
presented to him at the pavilion at 
Lord's. It is in tho form of a book 
containing the names of all the subscri- 
bers to the fund, a timepiece and a 
purse. The subscription list is a long 
and varied one, cricketers of all classes 
seem to be represented, from his Royal 
Highness the Prince of Wales down- 
wards. 

" Rattening" has not altogether died 
out at Sheffield. Between Saturday 
night and yesterday morning about 
20,000 bricks, with the barrows and 
planks on the ''flats," at the works of 
Mr. Joseph Scott, a contractor in that 
town, were completely destroyed, the 
bricks having been trampled all out of 
shape and the timber set on fire. Mr. 
Scott's workmen are non-unionists. 

A Westmeath jury has convicted 
two mon of " Whiteboyism." It was 
proved that the prisoners, with two 
other men, had gone to a house near 
Kilgobbm and demanded a gun. They 
bound the tenant of the house in a 
chair, and compelled him to tako an 
oath that ho would not inform against 
them. The Chief Baron sentenced the 
prisoners to five yoars' penal servitude. 

As two convicts were being con- 
veyed from Bristol to London on the 
Great Western Railway, one of them, 
as tho express train neared Taplow, 
suddenly openod the carriage door and 
jumped out. He was secured by a 
chain to tho second man, and this the 
warder seized and held. The convict, 
whoflo feet were wrenched off whilst 
being dragged along the line, screamed 
fearfully until the train was stopped. 
Ho was then put into the carriage and 
taken to London, but upon arriving 
there was dead. Pieces of the flesh of 
the deceased, who had been sentenced 
&t Gloucester to seven years' penal ser- 
vitude for burglary, were scattered all 
along the line. 

An extraordinary conspiracy, by 
which a number of boys determined 
to set fire to a training sb.ip.in order to 
run away, has been unearthed on board 
Her Majesty's ship Arethusa. Six lads 
jnade arrangements to burn tho vosbbI, 



but, in consequence of some methylated 
spirit being missed, and other circum- 
stances that came to the knowledge of 
Captain Walter, the plan was discov- 
ered and frustrated, or the most serious 
consequences might have ensued. 
When the prisoners were apprehended 
thoy do not seem to have madu any 
secret of their intention, and somo lu- 
cifer matches which tho boys were not 
allowed to have, wero found in their 
possession. They were asked by Cap- 
tain Walter whether they really inten- 
ded to set fire to the ship, and they at 
once replied that they did, their object 
being to run away. 

When Sir Charles Tupper arrived in 
England recently, many of the London 
journalists came to the conclusion that 
Sir John Macdonald had accompanied 
him, it having been announced that he 
would do so. They accordingly seized 
upon the first opportunity of pointing 
out tho striking resemblance between 
the Canadian and English Premiers. 
A London correspondent of the Ameri- 
can Register at Paris read of this in the 
London papers and immediately wrote 
off the following paragraph, which duly 
appeared in the American Register i— 
1 ' Sir John Macdonald, tho Canadian 
Primo Minister, is in London. The oth- 
er afternoon, when ho was pointed out to 
mo at tho Duchess of Northumberland's 
garcton party — held in tho pouring rain, I 
may add — I thought I was gazing on the 
Earl of Beaconsfield. The two men are 
enviously alike."

It is reported that a committee of 
Parliamentary electors has heen formed 
in Quebec to take legal proceedings in 
the nature of a writ of quo warranto 
against Theodore Robitaille to enquire 
by what authority ho supports the 
-character of Lieut. -Governor of this 
Province. Tho whole affair has been 
placed in the hands of high legal au- 
thority hero, and the necessary papers 
are in course of preparation, with the 
object of making him show reason why. 

The New Brunswick (iovernment 
have paid to the Relief and Aid Socie- 
ty of St, John, N. B., the! 825,000 vot- 
ed in 1877 for the relief of the sufferers 
by the great fire. Up to the present 
Fredcricton has not paid the amount 
voted by the City Council, neither has 
Montreal. 

It is rumored in financial circles that 
Sir A. T. Gait has, as one of his ob- 
jects in England, to make arrangements 
for a National Bank. 

Buockville, July 30. — A most dis- 
tressing drowning accident occurred 
here about 1 1 :20 o'clock this morning, 
which resulted in the death of Emily 
and Edith, aged 18 and 12, daughters 
of Mrs. Hugill of this place. It ap- 
pears the young ladies were bathing at 
Sheriff Patrick's residence, where the 
water is very shallow for some distance 
out, when it suddenly deepens. The 
young ladies had waded out some dis- 
tance, and not being aware of the water 
deepening, had taken another step and 
suddenly sank. Their cries were heard 
and two young men who were some 
distance from the shore immediately 
hastened to their assistance, but before 
they could reach them thoy had sunk. 
One of the young men immediately 
plunged in and brought Edith up, but 
was unable to raise Emily alone, when 
the two of them went down and suc- 
ceeded in bringing her up, Three doc- 
tors were immediately summoned and 
everything was done to restore life but 
without avail. When the news reach 
ed town the greatest excitement pre- 
vailed, and hundreds flocked to the 
scene of the accident. The greatest 
sympathy is expressed on all sides for 
Mrs. Hugill, who is at present on a 
visit to Hamilton. The eldest was 
very pretty, and had just finished her 
education. An inquest will be held 
this afternoon. 

A diabolical trick was performed by 
a Halifax man. He approached a num- 
ber of little boys who were playing on 
the street, and taking out of his pocket 
a small package in the shape of a bullet, 
asked a" boy named Murray to light the 
end with a match. The boy did so, 
and the powder exploded and blew off 
tho ends of the poor boy's fingers.

He then said he would 
leave America with the happiest and 
brightest recollections. The only cloud 
since his visit was a vulgar affront to 
himself and daughters on Tuesday. 
While at the Museum of Natural His- 
tory the Duke says he was accosted by 
an elderly man, with his hat on his 
hc.-cl, who exclaimed — "Say, are you 
the Duke of Argyll?" The sturdy old 
nobleman replied, "I am, air," when 
ho was staggered by an insolent "Well, 
I'm Lord Lome; don't you recogni/.e 
me?" The disturber was promptly 
ejected from the room, but the Duke 
and lady Elizabeth were both annoyed 
at the insult, 

"This, dear children, is the shoo of a 
Chinese lady; see how little it is; what 
a very narrow sole it has." "I'll bet it 
ain't as narrow as Deacon— 's. Father 
says his soul will fall through a crack 
in tho floor some day and get lost," 
was the shrill comment of a boy given 
to sharp listening.

It was said he 
had discovered Spurgeon was growing 
feeble, and was losing his power with 
the masses, and that England was ripe 
for such a preacher as Talmage. The 
rumour is not generally credited.

Soaconsfleld Lauds His Policy. 

London, Aug. G. — At the Lord 
Mayor's banquet at the Mansion 
House to-night, Lord Beaconsfield, re- 
plying to a toast to "Her Majesty's 
Ministers," said: "When I last address- 
ed you affairs appeared to have assum- 
ed a very critical aspect. Wo were 
accused of negotiating an entirely im- 
practicable treaty, and it was charged 
that under pretoxt of acquiring a 
scientific Indian frontier we had launch- 
ed the country into a war full of dis- 
asters. This impracticable treaty has 
been fully executed. Not a singlo 
Russian soldier now remains in Tur- 
key. The Czar has honorably fulfilled 
bis engagements, and is now co-operat- 
ing with England and other Powers in 
endeavors to maintain peace. It has 
been stated that Turkey has not been 
so faithful in executing her engage- 
ments, and that subsequently wo had 
not realizod the reforms in her pro- 
vinces promised by the Sultan. But it 
is only just to consider that her do- 
mains were only a few days since freed 
from the presence of the invader, and 
sineo the signature of the treaty of 
Berlin questions more numerous fend 
more difficult in tho rearrangement of 
tho Turkish provinces have risen before 
the Sultan than havo probably rison 
within the same time before any mon- 
arch heretofore. 1 do not wish to add 
anything relative to the treaty of Ber- 
lin. This treaty has taken its place 
among the nrchives of the capitals of 
Europe. Its oncl is to assure the gen- 
oral peace, and if dangers and difficult- 
ies supervene in countries to which the 
treaty specially relates. I believe that 
its conditions and resources will suffice 
for every eventuality. Regarding tho 
Indian frontier, tho object of the war 
has been accomplished with great pre- 
cision and rapidity. Relative to tho 
Zulu war, it is believed that in a very 
short time news will arrive of the sat- 
isfactory solution of all African ques- 
tions. As to the commercial depression 
of the country, one of the secondary 
causes is imprudent speculation, and 
thero are already signs of its ameliora- 
tion. If thero are good harvests in all 
parts of the world, I believe that the 
darkest days of depression will have 
been seen. " Lord Beaconsfield insisted 
that landed property ought to continue 
as at present. The conclusion of Lord 
Beaconsliold's speech was received with 
frantic' cheers. The speeches of tho 
other Ministers referred to purely 
local topics. 

HAYTI. 

Tho Strsots of Port-au-Prlnoo Throns- 
od with Solfliors-Anothor Out- 
break Expected. 

New York, August 5. — An arrival 
from Port-au-Prince, Hayti, says Presi- 
dent Canal had gone to St. Thomas, 
and Bazelais, leader of the rebels, after 
threo or four days' hard fighting, 
sought refuge in the British Consulate. 
He has since been transferred to II. M. 
gunboat Boxer. Should he attempt 
to return, it will most certainly involve 
severe fighting and great destruction of 
property. Business is entirely sus- 
pended. The streets are thronged 
with soldiers, and another outbreak is 
momentarily expected. 

On the night of July 2Gth a boat 
rilled with armed mon went out to the 
Boxer and called foi Bazelais. The 
commander answered by piping all his 
crew into the boats, and ordering them 
to give chase. The Haytiens escaped 
in the darkness. 



Tho "Huascar" Roughly Handlod. 

New York, August G. — Panama ad- 
vices to July 2Sth say on the night of 
July 9th the Captain of the Huascar 
visited tho Bay of Iquique, expecting 
to find in the port the Chilean Squad- 
ron, lie was dissappointed. He steam- 
ed out and encountered the Mafias cou- 
sins, an unarmed transport. Beforo 
ho could take possession, the Ablas hove 
insight, when the Huascar tried to run 
down the latter. The Ablas avoided 
the blow and struck the Huascar with 
two 150-pound shots, one ripping up 
her deck and the other passing through 
her armor midway between the deck 
and the waterline. Other Chilean 
vessels appearing in sight, the Huascar 
steamed northward. 

Buried from His Ship After Fol- 
lowing the Sea for Fifty Yeabs. — 
Captain James Russell, one of the old- 
est ship masters in the English merchant 
service, died on Tuesday on board his 
ship, the Louisa Fletcher, lying at Wat- 
son's stores, Brooklyn. He was born 
in Cumberland county, England, and 
went to sea when a boy. He was in 
the service fifty years and for forty years 
was in the employ of Fletcher & Parr, 
of Liverpool, the owners of the Louisa 
Fletcher. He was at one time captain 
in the service of the African mail 
steamship lino. The Fletcher reached 
New York on June 28th from Calcutta. 
This was Captain Russell's first voyage 
for two years, his ship having been in 
dock at Calcutta while he was suffering 
from chronic dysentery. When the 
vessel sailed from Calcutta Captain 
RuhsoII was still unwell, and bis con- 
dition was made -worse by excitement 
caused by trouble with his crew. He 
was taken sick a few days after his ar- 
rival here and did not again leave his 
ship. A number of captains and offi- 
cers of vessels lying in port went to 
the ship yesterday to attend his funeral. 
Tho body, which had been lying in the 
main cabin, was carried on deck. Work 
on the cargo had been suspended 
and the sailors were in their shore- 
clothes. The decks had been swept 
and washed, and the yards squared and 
the ropes carefully coiled. The coffin 
was lowered to the pier and then car- 
ried by sailors to the hearse. The ser- 
vices and the intoruiont were in Ever- 
green cemetery. Captain Russell's wid- 
ow and his four children are in Liver- 
pool.— 3 r . 7. World, July 14th,

' The present prices of Columbia rivor 
salmon at Astoria is now 51-05 I* dozen 
for 1-lb cans, and late sales here of ap- 
proved brands at fl. 10, but at present 
there seems to be very little demand at 
any price. The eastern demand from 
^fTevf. York, Chicago, St. Louis, etc., has 
thus far during tho season boon much 
greater than ever, and should this con- 
tinue all will yet be well. After this 
much will depend upon present holders. 
The stock here and north is, for the most 
part woll concentrated, and if they will 
hold and wait fur tho English market to 
recuperate, all will be well; otherwise 
disaster must bo the inevitable result. 
In regard to the succoss of last year's ship- 
ment of salmon, little can now bo said, 
but of late no little attention has hero 
been given to bills of recirculation sent 
out here from England. It appears that 
a gentleman hero sold several thousand 
cases of a standard brand of salmon to 
two different houses in this city for export 
to England, guaranteeing the same "free 
from swoll heads" upon arrival out. One 
English firm sent out hero a demand for 
3k per cent, damages, and tho other one 
of 331 per cent. Tho fish were all of tho 
same "brand and quality, and the great dif- 
ference in tho demand for damages was 
so surprising that the seller here trans- 
ferred the accounts to a woll known busi- 
ness firm in this city having a branch 
houso in London for investigation. Tho 
English house, on receipt of the papers, 
liacl no trouble in finding intact tho entire 
parcel of salmon complained of as being 
damaged, and upon examination thereof, 
it was proved that there was a fraudulent 
demand made upon the California selling 
agent of 30 per cent. Now, without call- 
ing names, it is horo pertinent to remark 
that some proper Government export 
should bo appointed in London and Liver- 
pool to examine all such goods, as to their 
soundness upon arrival, and give a proper 
certificate therefor, with proper vouchers 
attached, as to tho correctness of the 
award; otherwise, it would seem as if the 
Columbia river canners and others aro 
subject at any and all times to claims for 
damagos that do not in any manner oxist. 
In justico to all, names should be given 
of the parties to this barefaced fraud, but 
for tho present wo forbear.— S. F. News- 
letter. 

Coal. « Owing to mining strikes in 
Seattlo and British Columbia mines sup- 
plies of late at .San Francisco have clc- 
minishod materially, so that at this time 
of writing there is not a cargo of foreign 
steam coal to bo bought. During the 
week however, a cargo of Sydney to arrive 
per Sonoma sold at §0.50, an advance.

Municipal Council. 

Wednesday, Aug. 13. 
The Council met at 7:45 p.m. Present : 
HLs Worship the Mayor, and Couns. 
Thomson, Walker, Smith, ManBell 
Rome, Williams and McLean. Tho minutes 
of tho last mooting having been read Coun. 
Williams roso to a point of order. Ho 
wished to otter a few remarks witli ref- 
erence to tho last meeting.

An application from Mr. John Bennett 
for plans and specifications in connection 
with tho contract for laying a footwalk on 
Rock Bay bridge was read. 

The Mayor stated that he had refused 
to sign the contract for the work because 
he had been informed that Mr. Bennett 
had not acted honorably witli his credi- 
tors in connection with a funnel contract. 
His Worship believed that when the 
Council voted in favor of giving the con- 
tract to Mr. Bonnctt, they did so under 
the belief that ho was not tho contractor 
who had left tho country somewhat hasti- 

Coun. Williams said that Mr. Bennett 
had erected several buildings for him and 
had performed his work faithfully. He 
had boon hounded by his creditors and 
had been obligod to leave the country for 
a time. He had conic back, however, 
and tho Council should be glad to see him 
in tho city again. 

Coun. Thomson moved that tho con- 
tract be not awarded to Mr. Bennett, but 
that it be given to the nuxt lowest bidder. 

Seconded by Coun. Rome and carried. 

A communication was read from the 
Secrotary of tho Cemetery Board, giving 
a statement of the property formerly un- 
dor their trust but now handed over to 
tho Corporation. 

Coun. McLean moved that a recoipt 
under tho seal of the Corporation bo 
handed to the Secrotary of the Board. Car- 
ried. 

In accordanco with notico of motion 
Coun. Thomson moved the first reading 
of a bylaw to make provisions for tho ap- 
pointment of Mr. Alex. Hendry as Su- 
perintendent of tho Waterworks at the 
rato of §125 per month. 

Tho motion was seconded by Coun. 
McLean. 

Coun. Williams opposed tho proposed 
chango and said that any expenditure 
made by the Water Works Committee 
would of necessity come out of next year's 
revenue.

S&m&sing Gale in Canada— Loos 
of Life. 

Woodstock, Canada, August 7. — There 
was a sovero gale yeBterday. Trees were 
uprooted, Holds of wheat levoled to tho 
ground andcorn fields severely injured. 
Since the last report information has been 
received that tho destruction is much 
nioro oxtensivS than at first supposed. 
Very few houses havo escaped injury. Be- 
sides that done to tho spire . and roof of 
tho Roman Catholic Chapel, tho out- 
buildings, storehouse and barns of Rev. 
Mr. Michaud aro a mass of ruins. Miss 
Julia Michaud, nioco of the priest, waB 
aovorely injured. Tho convent is some- 
what racked, but is still standing. Sov- 
eral cords of bark awaiting shipment, with 
several rafts of deals, wore driven to sea. 
Irving's warehouse is utterly destroyed. 
The large school huilding with tho furni- 
ture and library is a total loss. 

Timbers of a ton woight were raised 
and carried sovoral hundred feot. Tho 
old moulding shop and other buildings in 
the shipyard were swept away. Fences 
are leveled in all directions. The ruins 
of farm-houses and barns defy descrip- 
tion. In many cases they are strewn for 
miles along the highway roads. Crops 
and valuable forest lands aro completely 
destroyed. 

Deaths aro continually reported. In one 
instance a mother was crushed to death, 
while tho child in her arms was uninjur- 
ed. Several children in Dollard settle- 
ment are missing. They had been pick- 
ing berries, and are supposed to be killed. 
Visitors aro arriving from all parts, and 
subscriptions to the starving country folk 
are freely made. 

Tho Now Bishops for this Provinco. 

By the City of Chester's mail intelli- 
gence reaches us as to the second Bishop 
for tho Mainland. The Reverend Acton 
Windeyer Sillitoe, M.A., Pembroke 
College, Cambridge, is the Bishop Desig- 
nate of New Wost minster. According to 
Crockford's Clerical Directory this clergy- 
man was ordained Priest in 1870 when 
curate of Brierley Hill, Staffordshire. In 
1873 lie became curate of Ellenbrook, 
diocese of Manchester, from whonce ho 
removed to the chaplaincy of Darmstadt. 
Nino years in Holy Orders seem to bo a 
very short preparati. n for the offico of a 
Bishop, especially for one having to labor 
in such a colony as I his where peculiar 
difficulties have to ho met. Bettor, how- 
ever, a young Bishqi rather than one 
over old. The B hop of Now Caledonia 
not having had a university education has 
been created D. 1). by tho Archbishop of 
Canterbury. Strange to say Bishop Rid- 
ley also held a continental chaplaincy. 
Wo are not aware that any foreign chap- 
lain was ever before promoted to the 
Episcopate. Wo could havo wished a 
little moro experience and some literary 
distinction in those new appointments, 
but piety and energy will, we trust, make 
up for ail other shortcomings. 

Our Coast Dofonoes.

These gentlemen are 
commissioned to examine and report upon 
the coast defences of the Province. We 
understand that in pursuance of instruc- 
tions they will survey Esquimalt, Victoria 
and Nanaimo harbors, and will visit Bute 
and Burrard Inlets, and form general 
conclusions as to what is necessary for 
the defence of those places. Their stay 
here will be very brief.

EGYPT. 

London', Aug. 12. — Letters from 
Col. Gordon, governor-general of south- 
ern Egypt, dated the 14th of June, 
shows that after his Lieutenant Sessio 
had conquered tho slave dealera in the 
Dargzelle district, killing the leaders in 
battle, taking their chief station by 
assault, capturing a large amount of 
booty and hanging nine of tho ring- 
leaders as a warning. He proposed to 
evacuate the district after disarming 
the inhabitants. Suleiman, the leader 
if the slave dealers, who escaped after 
the last battle has, however, mustered 
a force and is pushing for Darfur 
where ho will liud an abundance of 
discontented spirits to join him. Gen. 
Gordon thought the situation so serious 
that he hasnJy roturnod to Darfur. 

GREAT BRITAIN. 
London, Aug. 12. — Mr. Gladstone, 
spoaking at tho opening of the Art 
Exhibition at Chester last night, said 
that whon America learned to trust en- 
tirely to her own splendid natural re- 
sources, the great genus of her people 
and the marvellous proficiency in adap- 
ation of labor-saving appliances, in 
which she was at the head of the 
world, she would be a formidable com- 
petitor with English manufacturers. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

CANADA. 

St. John (N. B.), Aug. 6. — Tho 
Vice-regal train arrived at Moncton 
early to-day, but a heavy rain prevent- 
ed a crowd gathering. However, an 
address was presented to the Governor- 
General and n bouquet to the Princess, 
anil each acknowledged the honor in 
French. Tho vice-regal party arrived 
hero at noon, and were received with a 
salvo of artillery and the cheers of the 
people. After the presentation of an 
address a response was made. 

Ottawa, Aug. 7. — To-day was 
generally observed as a civic holiday. 
Business was entirely suspended, mid 
between (1000 and 7000 citizens spent 
the day down the river picnicking. 
The Firemen's picnic was attendod by 
about 2,000 people. A deputation 
from the Ogdcnsburg Fire Brigade 
were present. About six. o'clock a 
row occurred between an Orange 
Young Briton and a member of tho 
Catholic Union. In a few minutes se- 
veral hundred young men mixed up in 
the melee, but til o police managed to 
disperse them. Proceedings were 
brought to a close before dark to pre- 
vent the possibility of further distur- 
bance. 

St. John, N. B., Aug. 7— The Gov- 
ernor General and Princess Louise 
took a drive through the city to-day. 
At one point Sunday school children 
were assembled and sang the national 
anthem. Great enthusiasm was mani- 
fested. 

New York, Aug. 8 — Cool Burgess, 
the minstrel, was arrested to-night in a 
theatre, on a telegraphic requisition 
from Toronto. Tho warrant for Bur- 
gess' arrest is for a felonious assault 
upon William F. Widgery, a Toronto 
fruit-dealer, Widgery having been the 
cause of estrangement and separation 
between Cool and his wife.

MUNICIPAL BTLA"v7. 

A Bylaw to prohibit the erection of Wooden 
Buildings within certain Fire Limits 
within the City of Victoria : 

1. That such part of tno City hounded 
on tho North by Johnson street, on the 
South by Fort street, on tho East by 
Broad street and on the West by the 
Water Frontage bo hereby declared with- 
in tho Firo Limits of tho City of Victoria. 
Tho centre of Johnson to centre of Fort 
from centre of Broad shall be limits re- 
ferred to above. 

2. All Buildings hereafter erected with- 
in the Fire Limits shall have their outside 
Walls and party Walls made of Brick, 
Stono or other incombustible material and 
such outside Walls shall extend four foot 
above Wall Plato of Roof, and party Walls 
shall also extend to same- height above 
Wall Plate of Roof. Eoofa shall bo cov- 
ered with such material as will afford pro- 
tection against Tiro and the Walls smll 
be so constructed as to separate all Wood 
Work thoroughly and completely of the 
interior and exterior of such Building 
from all and every part of tho intorior and 
extorior" of any adjoining Building. If 
the apex of Roof should exceed the height 
of Fire Walls, then the Roof must be 
covered with such material as will afford 
protection against Fire. In tho case of 
Gables tho "Walls aro to be carried up to 
tho full height of tho Apox of said Roof. 
The term Building, as applied in this 
Section, shall not include Privies or 
Sheds for storage of Conl, Wood or Wharf 
Sheds. 

3. All Repairs to Buildings constructed 
of briok, stone, or other incombustible 
materials, shall be made to conform to 
this Ordinance. 

4. Tho Wooden Building within the 
said Firo Limits shall not be altered or 
changed without tho written permission of 
the Chief Engineer of the Victoria Fire 
Department, approved by a majority of 
tlio Fire Wardens, which permit shall 
specify fully tho alterations or changes re- 
quired, and no such permit shall bo given 
if any increase will be made by tho pro- 
poned change or alteration in the size of 
any Wooden Building within the said 
Limits, or if such repairs or alterations 
will increase tho value of such building 
moro than Twenty-five per cent. The ap- 
plications therefor and a copy of each of 
such permits shall be kept on file in the 
office of tho City Clerk. 

5. No Building within the said Fire 
Limits shall bo removed except to a por- 
tion of the same lot on which it stands or 
to a point outside tho Fire Limits. 

G. Whenever any building shall be by 
any means so much injured as to be, in 
the judgment of the Chief Engineer and 
a majority of tho Fire Wardens, a dan- 
gerous nuisance, or .when any Wooden 
Building within the said Fire Limits shall , 
in the judgment of tho Chief Engineer 
and a majority of the Fire Wardens, be 
damaged by fire to the extent of one-half 
or more of its actual value, the Chief En- 
gineer shall cause to bo served upon the 
owner or person having control thoreof a 
notice requiring such person to remove 
tho same forthwith, and tho person re- 
ceiving such notice shall within ten days 
after receiving the same comply with the 
requirements thereof. 

7. One Story Buildings — Foundations 
to be not loss than eightoon inches in thick- 
ness and not less than eighteen inches 
in the hard clay or gravel, as tho caso may 
bo, brick walls to be not less than twelve 
inches thick. Two Story Buildings— 
Foundations to be not less than twenty- 
two inches thick and not less than eigh- 
teen inches in tho hard clay or gravol, as 
the caso may be. Brick Walls— Ground 
floor to bo not less than seventeen inches 
thick; first floor not less than twolvo 
inches thick. 

8. Any person or persons violating any 
of the provisions of this Bylaw Bhall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof before the Police 
Court shall bo punished by a fine of not 
less than ten or more than one hundred 
dollars, and each day of maintaining or 
continuing such violation shall bo deemed 
a new offence and punished accordingly. 

9. Tho Chiof Engineer of tho Victoria 
Fire Department and the Firo Wardens 
aro required to soe that tho provisions of 
this Bylaw aro enforced and to make com- 
plaints in the Police Court for violation 
thereof. 

10. This Bylaw may bo citod for all 
purposes as " The Bylaw for Prohibiting 
the Erection of W r ooden Buildings, 1879. ' 

Passed the Municipal Council this 
Sixteenth day of July, One Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.

A Bylaw to Amend the Victoria Revenue 
Bylaw, 1S79. 
Tho Schedule A amended to tho Bylaw 
entitled " The Victoria Revenue Bylaw, _ 
1879," is hereby amended by tho addition 
of the following words, which shall he 
read with and form part of the Schedule 
referred to in tho 3aid Bylaw: 

"That each and every vehicle plying 
" for hire in tho public streets of the City 
" of Victoria shall pay a rate of §2.50 for 
" every six months." 

This Bylaw may bo cited as The Vic- 
toria Amendment Revenue Bylaw, 1879. 
Passed tho Municipal Council this 
Sixteenth day of July, Ono Thou- 
sand Eight Hundred and Seventy- 
nine.
